Since the first National Health Agencies campat gn ia 1957; thous ands 
of Federal employees and military personnel have helped produce an in- 
cteasingly successful record, both in terms of contributors and amount 
contributed, a record of generosity which we hope will continue in 196/. 
Through the medium of this campaign, Government employees and military 
personnel have repeatedly demonstrated their commmity responsibility 
and their generosity. 


The 1966 campaign will be conducted during ae six-week cected be!:ween 
January 1 and April 30. The dates of the period may vary from one are: to 
another, depending upon local circusstances. In the National Capital Area 
and certain other areas, the 1966 cempaign is included in the Combined Fed- 
eral Campaign concluded during the Fall of 1965. 


Twelve National Health Agencies are participating in 1966. Howrver, 
the number which are eligible varies fram one area to ancther, depending 
upon local circumstances.

Each contributor is provided with a sealable envelope ia which to 
return his gift, thus guaranteeing absolute privacy. There are no ageacy 
dollar goals or quotas and no pledgas. The goal of the campaign is 100% 
participation - a generous voluntary coatribution from everyone. 


Within the United States, tha National Health Agencies campaigs is 
conducted at the same time as the International Service Agencies campsign. 
Although they share the seme campaign period, the two drives are otherwise 
entirely separate from one another. 


The National Health Agencies solicit funds in order to serve a)l of 
us. In this context, President Johason said: "These voluntary organisations 
are expanding their programs for reducing and eventually conquering meny of 
the diseases and disabilities that afflict mankind. With each medical. 
advance, our children and our children's children ere assured of longer, 
healthier lives--an objective which all ef us support. 
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
